Men Return to Work Under Premium 


System and Hew Wage Schedule. 


An Advance in the Minimum Wages for Set 


Day's Work and a Good Premium Schedule 


Agreed Upon by tbe Management 


and Employees. 


The strike of the moulders and core 


makers, employed at the shops of the 
Lima Ix>caex>Uve and Machine Co.. 
which a few days ago, threatened to 
isaiuv serious proportions, has been 
settled and. this morning, the men re>- 
flused their places, having reached a 
sajtisractttry 
agreement 
with 
the 


management as to wages and the maa- 
»«*• in which their work shall be done. 


The premium system which hasj 


proved a happy medium between the j 
per diem system, and the ever disturb- 
ing piece-work system, has been adopt- 
od as a solution of the differences be- 
tween the company and the men in 
tkts instance. 


Thn company has granted an in- 


crease of 15 cents per day 
in 
the 


wages to be paid the moulders is the 
miaiiaum rate for a set day's work, 
tb« minimum being advanced from 


$2.60 to 12.75 per day. Each man will 
be required to do a certain amount of 
-work, specified piece work .to consti- 
tute his day and then for all work 
that he doe* in addition -to the speci- 
fied amount he will receive additional 
pay, or a premium, allowed 
at the 


same ratio as the set day's work. The 
company reserves the right to, at any 
time, without interference on the part 
of the union, discharge any man who 
does cot perform the day's work speci- 
fied to earn the minimum per diem 
wages of $275. The men state that, 
under the present schedule, they can. 
earn more than the flat per diem rate 
of $2.75. 


General Manager A. L. White, has 


gone to Jfew York, and consequently 
could not be interviewed today, con- 
cerning his views on the settlement 
of the strike. 


TO GUARD AGAINST 


A WATER FAMINE.
